The Lever. 


Assuming that this’ Board qs 
justified in using the lever, of re- 
fusing permission ‘to instal water 
closets, to prevent the retardation 
of the, rebuilding ‘of these “old 
type” houses, I remain to be con- 
vineed that the means still attain 
the end. . 1 do not know how many 
houses there are. which were built 
before 1903. There must be thou- 
sands. I do, not know- haw many 
of these houses can obtain an in- 
dependent water supply, Gg, from 
wells, There’ must be . relatively 
few.

Three Kinds of Buildings. 


The Government's cele 
resulted in the Public Health and 
Buildings Ordinance, 1903. This . 
Ordinance was based upon recom- 
mendations made—and, Indeed, as 
I believe, was drafted—by a great 
Public Health expert, 

The Government, at the time, had 
to deal with three ‘possible kinds of 
buildings, namely :—: 

(4) Those built before 1903. 

(b)’ Those built after 1903, but 
upon land leased from the 
Crown before that date. 

(c) Those built after 1903, but 
on land leased from the 
Crown after that date. 

Taking the cases in the reverse 

order, the Ordinance provides that, 
in the last case, every house shall 
be provided with an open space 
equal in area to not less than one- 
half of the roofed-over ares, in ad- 
dition to a scavenging lane (Sec- 
tion 179): in the second case, the 
jopen area shall be one-third of the 
roofed-over area, in addition to a 
scavenging lane (Section 180) : and 
in the first case it provides ag fol- 
‘ows:—“Every existing domestic 
building shall be provided by 
the owner with an open space. in 
the rear, by opening out on each

The Water Supply. 


-The water question, sometimes in 
a less and sometimes in a more 
acute form,. being still with us, it 
is hardly within’ the sphere of 
practical politics to suggest that the 
Government should allow everyone 
in the Colony to hdve a supply of 
water from the mains for flushing 
purposes. But as a modern 
civilized city this Colony should
